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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1. There is no comparison with Kao's 
compositions. Composition 1 and composition A are both within the scope of the claimed invention. 

The difference in delta E between the two inventive compositions is 7. There is one composition allegedly comprising the composition 

of Cotteret, that is, the cationic dye is replaced with a neutral direct dye. 

The difference in delta E between inventive composition 1 and composition B is 11 units. 

The difference in delta E between inventive composition A and comparison B is 3.2 units. 

The data, even if persuasive, could not be extrapolated to the full scope of the claims. 

The closest composition of Mockli comprises polyquaternium-6. There is no composition of Mockli similar to composition B 
While there are two inventive compositions, one comprising a quaternary ammonium polymer and cationic dye as claimed and one 
comprising a cationic guar as claimed and a cationic dye, the delta E values were so far apart that a trend could not be recognized. 
Additionally, there is not enough data for a proper comparison. 
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
